1.  All  bids  to  be  per  piece  as  numbered  in  the  catalogue,  unless  otherwise 
mentioned. 

In  all  cases  of  disputed  bids  the  lot 
shall  be  resold,  but  the  auctioneer  will  use  his  judgment  as  to  the  good 
faith  of  all  claims,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final.

FOREWORD 


THIS  remarkable  collection  of  Chinese  art  is  the  largest  and  most 
varied  ever  consigned  to  these  galleries  by  Messrs.  Yamanaka;  the 
New  York  and  London  houses  hax'e  contributed  in  equal  proportions  to  the 
formation  of  a  collection  notable  for  outstanding  works  of  ceramic  and 
sculptural  merit. 

It  is  impossible  here  to  do  more  than  enumerate  the  most  important 
groups  of  the  catalogue.  Porcelains  are  represented,  first,  by  a  collection 
of  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  century  monochromes  of  high  quality,  of 
which  we  may  refer  to  three  apple-green  lang  yao  cabinet  vases  [Nos. 
945-947]  of  the  Ming  period,  and  a  number  of  the  delightful  writer's 
coupes  of  the  peachbloom  or  p'in-kuo  hung  ware,  with  its  delicate  symmetry 
and  the  immaculate  caligraphy  of  its  nien  hao.  The  finest  of  these  is  a 
coupe  [No.  944],  in  which  the  full  beauty  of  the  much  prized  green  flecking 
is  revealed. 

The  decorated  porcelains  cover  a  wider  range,  from  the  monumental 
pair  of  five-color  temple  jars  with  original  covers  [No.  919]  of  the 
Ming  period,  to  the  finely  enameled  bowls  and  plates,  of  the  Ch'ien-Iung 
and  Yung  Cheng  famille  rose.  Outstanding,  again,  are  the  famtUe  verte 
club-shaped  vases  and  potiches  [e.  g.,  Nos.  714,  913,  914],  of  the  reign  of 
K'ang-hsi,  and  rarest  of  all,  a  small  black  'haAvthorn'  vase  [No.  907]  of 
the  seventeenth  century.  This  is  the  most  important  piece  of  this  class  that 
has  been  offered  at  public  sale  since  the  dispersal  of  the  Gary  collection. 

The  semi-precious  minerals  include  an  imposing  array  of  about  one 
hundred  snuff  bottles,  of  which  the  finest  are  of  carved  coral,  ivory,  and 
fei-ts'iii  jade.  Of  the  larger  carvings,  we  may  signalize  a  group  of  Sung 
and  Ming  jades  [Nos.  864-867],  several  important  white  jade  and  fei- 
ts'iii  incense  burners  and  covered  vases  of  the  Ch'ien-lung  period,  a  remark- 
able ivory  statuette  of  Kuan-Yin  [No.  890],  and  the  imposing  eighteenth 
century  rock  crystal  pagoda  [No.  889],  contrived  as  an  incense  burner  and 
of  the  most  exemplary  elegance  and  proportions. 

In  the  fourth  session  will  be  found  a  small  assemblage  of  Imperial 
lacquer  furniture  of  the  Ch'ien-lung  period,  comprising  chairs,  tables,  and 
screens.  Of  unique  importance  and  historical  interest  is  the  magnificent 
Ming  brocade  temple  hanging  [No.  976]  from  the  Jeho  winter  palace  near 
Peking,  in  which  the  grandiose  simplicity  of  Buddhist  tradition  is  incor- 
porated into  a  textile  product  of  the  greatest  technical  complexity,  both  in 
the  matter  of  its  great  dimensions  and  of  its  synthetic  design.  The  roman- 
tic story  of  its  capture  by  Chang  tso-lin,  its  loss  and  subsequent  recovery  is 
outlined  in  a  note  in  the  catalogue;  nor  is  it  without  significance  that  such  a 
treasure  was  permitted  to  leave  China,  an  event  made  possible  by  the  fears 
entertained  for  its  safety  during  the  civil  disturbances. 

The  decorative  objects  of  the  collection  further  include  lacquer  and 
pewter  ware,  cloisonne  enamels  of  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries, 
bronzes,  and  stone  sculptures. 

As  the  final  group  of  each  session,  there  will  be  offered  fortv  or  fiftv 
Chinese  semi-antique  rugs  of  a  grade  considerably  higher  than  that  of  the 
present  day  commercial  market,  and  in  a  wide  range  of  sizes.

Eight  angels  hover  overhead, 
proffering  food;  above  these  appear  the  sun,  symbolized  by  a  cock 
and  the  hare  of  the  moon  distilling  the  elixir  of  life.  The  lohans 
Ananda  and  Anaritsu  stand  at  the  foot  of  the  thrones. 
On  the  field  below,  at  left  and  right,  are  groups  of  Immortals  in  the 
Heavenly  Paradise  and  the  Paradise  of  the  Sea.  exemplified  by  tiger 
and  dragon;  in  the  group  at  the  right  are  Tarada,  King  of  the  East, 
and  Biruri,  King  of  the  South;  at  the  left  Bishamon,  King  of  the 
North,  and  Biru-Hakusha,  King  of  the  West.  Each  are  attended  by 
nine  lohans. 

Below,  again,  appears  a  palace  garden  surrounded  by  a  terrace,  and 
^Imost  filled  bv  a  pond  of  lotus  flowers.  It  is  here  that  the  Immortals 
are  to  gather  to  express  a  wish  of  Happiness  and  Longevity  to  the 
reigning  Emperor.  Storks  and  peacocks,  strutting  on  the  grass,  sym- 
bolize the  M-ish. 

The  main  decorative  panel,  more  than  sixteen  feet  long  and  nine  feet 
wide  is  surrounded  bv  3  border  of  lotus  flowers  in  tan.  red,  green, 
turquoise  and  gold,  on  a  sapphire-blue  ground.  Above  and  below 
are  clair  de  lune  fields  patterned  Avith  lattices  of  lotus  flowers.  Woven 
at  the  top  are  the  Fii-tai  in  gold  and  colors  on  a  cream  ground,  with 
inscriptions  in  Sanskrit:  five  characters  in  gold.  /F//  Hang  shoii  t' sung 
fo,  express  wishes  for  endless  long  life.

Note:  This  is  undoubtedly  the  most  remarkable  example  of  Chinese  textile 
art  ever  exhibited  in  America ;  it  was  made  in  one  piece  on  a  loom  of  extraordi- 
nary size,  is  entirely  of  silk,  and  only  one  similar  example  is  known,  even  in 
China.    This  is  in  the  Lama  Temple  at  Peking. 

The  present  hanging  comes  from  the  Buddhistic  temple  of  the  Jeho  Winter 
Palace,  near  Peking.  During  the  civil  wars  it  was  seized  by  the  Christian  General 
Feng-yii-hsiang,  operating  in  the  north  against  Marshal  Chang  tso-lin;  but  unable 
to  keep  possession  of  it  in  his  retreat,  he  placed  it  in  a  metal  container  and  threw 
it  into  a  river.  It  bears  some  marks  of  its  submersion,  but  the  colors  have  only 
been  softened  and  enhanced  by  the  adventure.  Some  time  later,  Feng  recovered 
the  hanging,  but  fearing  the  loss  of  it  in  the  hazards  of  war,  he  decided  to  sell  it; 
and  in  this  way  it  came  to  America.  The  size,  the  richness  of  the  coloring  and 
the  sumptuousness  of  the  design  make  it  one  of  the  masterpieces  of  the  world.
